Ln.ger stra sse office were forbidden to go to the 
SAG headquarters in Berlin-Velseen3ee w 

Tho functions of the Sttihlingerstraoee office consisted of taking cars of all 
officials visiting Berlin frosa Uismut Headquarters in Sie^iar-Schteiu, procuri; 
various materials for Wismfut, and establishing trade con»33tions with Berlin 
firms, particularly those In Mest-Berlin. The office alec served as a meeting 
place for Col. Georgi Vasilevich Salimancrm, Deputy Director and Chief of the 
Directorate of Material and Technical -Supply (UOTC) of AG. and various 

businessmen from Vienna, and Vi e st-Gormairv . 

The R©ali 3 ierungskontor * was dissolved in October 1949, at which tine Kirpatoch 
was placed in the Metals ’Section of the UKFO* under the direction of Captain 
Pronin. Kirpatseh was later made chief (Abteilungsleiter ) of the office for 
construction materials within the UIZTO, the only one in his position who was 
not a Russian officer.
